To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Dolgellau  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Registrar  Generals  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
2,630  an  increase  of  10  compared  with  the  196?  figure. 

There  were  40  live  births  (30  in  196?)  giving  a live  birth  rate  per 
1,000  population  of  13.2.  There  was  no  stillbirth.  One  infant  died 
during  the  first  month  of  life. 

34  persons  froEi  the  Urban  area  died  during  the  year.  Nineteen 
of  these  were  due  to  heart  disease  and  strokes  and  4 were  due  to  cancer. 
There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  one.
